"Why doesn't Uie (itovnmii^nt do 
it?** is a questlbii yM aonwttaneo hear 
connoniiny tho work of the Americna 
Red Croee. 

The answer is: "Because the Red 

Cross can do it much better than £he 
Government could." 

It can do it more cheaply. A large 
part of the personal services for the 
Red Cross are performed by unpaid 
volunteers. Chairman Davison re- 
cently declared that ten million peo- 
ple were working for^thto Rod Cro e e 
without pay. 

The Red Cross is a much more flex- 
ible agency than the Government can 
be. It had no real organization in 
Italy when the Italian armieo wero 
suddenly dialodsed and.diiToa bndL 
to the Pi»Te laat faU. .Some thooe- 
andn of ftiwtltiw la the eracuated ter- 
ritory fled from their homes. A hur- 
ried summons brought the Enropean 
chief of the American Red Cross to 
the scene with aids. Immediately 
the Red Cross was picking up chil- 
dren who had been separated from 
their mothers, getting helpless fam- 
ilies under shelter, providing food. 
Three million dollars was speat to 
meet that unforseen need. 

The Red Cross can work in a way 
that would be fairly impossible for a 
government. For example, every 
officer and accent of the French Gov- 
ernment will glndly assist the Red 
CroM to And nad help n mnUlated 
French soldier or a destltnte French 
family. The French (SoTemment 
might have some quims about accept- 
ing charity from the American Gov- 
ernment. No question of national 
pride or of policies comes up when 
the Red Cross is concerned. Every- 
where it is received without rOMWa' 
tiop as a friend. 

The American public subscribed a 
hundred million dollars to the Red 
Cross last summer. Our Government 
might easily have appropriated that 
sum for the work. It would lutTe 
been loot in the mass of war iSiW 
pr iatloM and aieiat aothlag fa par- 
tiealar to aaybody. It would hare 
been merely so pnuch iaipononal, 
cold-storage money. As one-half of 
one per cent, of the Government's 
total war appropriations it would 
have looked meager and lifeless. 
Freely subscribed by the people the 
money is warm with human sympa- 
thy. France. Italy. Poland see it 
not as a bookkeeping entry made by 
a machine called the Government of 
the United States, but as the gener- 
osity of fellow creatures. It palpa-
